Seeds of legumes and timothy 
should be seeded hot more than a 
half inch deep while the larger 
seeds such as brome and creeping 
red fescue may be seeded one inch 
deep. Deeper seeding is adviseable 
In soil having a low moisture con¬ 
tent than in wet or damp soil. If 
the soil is very dry, you will be 
wise to keep the seed in the sack. 
It's too expensive to gamble with; 

Seeding forage crops into stub¬ 
ble without cultivation is a sound 
practice, says Mr. Birdsall, but 
where weeds are very prevalent 
some cultivation is often necessary 
In such cases, much seed can be 
saved by leaving • a uniform sur¬ 
face. Companion crops usually 
compete too severely for soil 
moisture to be usjd in dry areas. 
They may be used in areas of 
more adequate moisture, but the 
aim should be to have a minimum 
of shading and to leave the com¬ 
panion crop on the land for as 
short a period as possible.
